Searching Among the Dead. 
Special to the Post-Disvaich. 

NEW YORK, June 29.—The svenes at the 
Morgue this morning were mosi heartrending. 
Eleven bodies of the victims of the Seawana- 
haka calamity, rescued frum the water last 
evening and during the night, were taken to 
the Morgue by the steamers this morning, and 


up to the time of writing nine of 
these bodies had been  identitied. It 
appears that many of the halt 


clazed relatives and intimate friends of the 
missicg passengers on theSeawanahaka rushed 
this morning towards Androvaall’s Island aud 
Astoria to find some tidings of the unfortun- 
ale persons who had not been heard from. 
But by that time a number of 
bodies had arrived at the Morgue, 
and when the relatives and friends had 
visited the other places in vain they beg an 
to flock to 
THE DEAD-HOUSE. 

There was uncommon excitement at this 
place. The wardens of the hospital and the 
officers and workmen of the dead- house de- 
clared they had not witnessed more distress- 
ing scenes since the days of tae Westfield dis- 
aster. Hundreds of persons liv- 
ing in the neighborhood of East Twenty- 
sixth street congregated around the gates, 
carriages drove up and away, many well- 
dressed men and women came and failed to 
recognize any of the bodies, and others had 
their worst fears confirmed by finding their 
missing ones. Among the dead at noon 
the bodies of one woman, one child and one 
man burned toja crisp remained at the Morgue 
unidentified. The teeth of the burned man 
were sent to a dentist to see if they could be 
identified. 


The Loat and Saved. 

NEW YORK, June 29.—Wm. R. Grace, 87 
Wall street, reported lost together with wife 
and child by the burning of the Steamer 
Sewanahaka last evening, is among the saved. 
The three were rescued after being inthe 
water half an hour. 

Henry Arthur, leather merchant, 84 Gold 
street, is also saved. 

The body of J. H. Skidmore, 284 Pear! 
street, was found at the foot of One Hundred 
and Fifteenth street. He jumped overboard 
from the steamer after shaking hands with 
his brother, who was saved. 

A body at the Morgue is supposed to be that 
of Rev. J. W. Diller, D. D., former rector of 
St. Luke’s Church, Brooklyn. It has not yet 
been identified. 

Two more bodies were picked up off Ward’s 
Island, one man forty years old, light com- 
plexion, sandy hair and whiskers and dressed 
in black coat, checkered jumper and blue 
overalls. The other was a man about thirty- 
eight, sandy moustache, dressed in dark 
pants and checkered jumper. 

The bodies of Mrs. Eveline D. Bennett and 
husband, A. B. Bennett, 18 and 20 Liberty 
street, were identified at the Morgue and re- 
moved to the late residence at Brooklyn. 

The bodies of Mrs. Barbara Rauscher and 
Miss Lizzie Shaler, 36 West Fifty-fourtu 
street, were also identified and removed. 

Edward G. Booth, a lawyer, Liberty street, 
was a passenger and has not been heard from 
since the disaster. 

Chas. E. Appleby, 155 Broadway, reported 
lost with bis wife, writes that both are safe 
und uninjured. 5 

Constantine Sherry, a child brought to the 
Morgue this morning, was recognized aad 
takenaway by its father, who lives at 2327 
Second avenue.

A BOGUS SUICIDE.

An Ohio Felo-de-se Which Turns Out 
to be a Murder. 


A Singular Romance of Crime Which Has 
just Been Brought to Light. 


Mr. John F. Norris, a Springfield, Ohio, 
detectlve, was caught on his way southward 
by a PostT-DISPATCH reporter to-day, and 
the following ower true tale was told by him 
as anexplanation of his journey to Texas. 
„I'm after a murderer,” he said, and a par- 
ticularly cute one, too, who has succeeded in 
evading justice 80 long that 
he had al most given up all 
fear of detection when he was picked up.“ 

Tell us about it,“ said the scribe. ,. 

“Well, there was a stiff found a mile or two 
outside of Fremont on May 23, 1878, witha 
bullet hole in his head and a scrawi of paper 
in its hand stating that the dead man had 
committed suicide, and that he 


wanted to be buried where he fell. 
I suspected foul oe when I read 
the story, and came to Fremont and had the 
body resurrected. I scattered photographs 
over the country, andin this way identified 
the corpse as 
ANDKEW CORTRECKER, .

LIVINGSTON’S SIXTEEN-IN-HAND. 


Their Breakneck Run Under the Guid- 
— * of a Driver Seventy Years 
Old. 


[Florence Cor. Boston Herald. | 


The fashionable world, and for that matter 
the common one, too, has had a first-class 
sensation— indeed, scare—of late, of American 
orig in. Every visitor bere has remarked, 
and commented upon, according to his par- 
ticular humor, the team of sixteen handsome 
horses, attached to a London drag, with 
which for many years Mr. Livingston, of New 
York, has been accustomed to take his daily 
airings, handling the ribbons and guiding the 
animals with a masterly circus dexterity. In- 
deed, his novel turnout has become one of the 
staple sights of Florence. Whether his 
countrymen could feel flattered by the na- 
tional distinction in European eyes thus con- 
ferred on them or not, all could not fail to ad- 
mire the sang froid with which a man of 
seventy could control so many horses and 
take them through the narrow, crowded 
streets without accident. 

Three days ago, coming from the Cascine, 
while near the city gates, the horses did take 
itintotheir heads tbat they had done the 
triumphal procession on theirdriver’s account 
in bis way long enough, and that they would 
set up alittle exhibition on their own account. 
The idea no sooner struck one horse than it 
was unanimously adopted, and they started on 
a dead run down the Lung Arno toward the 
bridges at the bour when it was crowded with 
fashionable vebicles, and was the most favor- 
able for the equine interview and a general 
smesh. In a second there was 4 universal 
‘*Sauve gui peut’’—clear the way—panic; 
carriages and foot passengers making for side 
streets and putting themselves out of the 
course of the excited animals, as they came 
furiously on, in a dead run, bounding and 
banging over the smooth pavement, Mr. 
Livingston erect and cool, but utterly power- 
less to stop them, and expecting every second 
to either kill somebody or be killed in the 


about 1,300 pounds. His dam was very small, 
weighing, it is said, only 950 pounds. Thus 
Colossus’s father and mother together weigh- 
ed 2,250 pounds, while their son alone, wnen 
in good condition, weighs 2,500 pounds. 
When four years old a Cleveland coal deal- 
er bought the colt, thinking he would 
do exceedingly wellin hauling heavily laden 
coal carts up and down thestreets of that city. 
But almost the first time that this indignity 
was attempted on bim the monster colt ran 
away with the load of coal, and in crossing a 
bridge broke it down and tumbled through. 
In this accident he received a severe injury to 
one ef his hind legs, from which he has never 
wholly recovered. After several more efforts 
to make the animal earn his living by hard 
work, he was given up for a good-for-noth- 
ing, and sold at a low price toa man living 
near Dunkirk, in this State. This man failed 
in business, whether it was on account of his 
being the owner of so much dead weight in 
Colossus or not, is at present unknown. A 
‘hired man“ bad a claim against the owner 
of the horse and a mortgage on the horse him- 
self. To satisfy this claim as far as possible, 
the horse was offered for sale by auction. The 
hired man bid on bim, and got him for $35. 
This hired man immediately set about todo 
with the animal what nature had evidently in- 
tended him for. He made a show“ out of 
him, traveled all through Ohio with him, and 
made much money. 

In October last Colossus fell sick, and the 
owner, fearing that he was going todie, sold 
bim at a low price to a Buffalo man. Colossus 
tuffered a good deal in his journey from Buf- 
falo, and is now in a stable in Houston street, 
eating his three pecks of oats a day and doing 
notbing. 

The little hired man, who formerly owned 
him, is still retained to take care of him. His 
work consists mainly in getting up each morn- 
ing at 4 o’clock and taking Colossus out fora 
five-mile walk. In these early morning 
rounds the animal excites the wonder, some- 
times the fear, of such persons as are obliged 
to be out at that hour. Sober menjwonder why 
so small and delicate a man should walk when 
he has such a giant of a horse to ride.

GOING TOO FAR. 

We sincerely regret that the language of 
John McDonald about Gen. Grant was 
correctly reported in yesterday’s Post- 
Dispatcn. The interview in question 
Bcaped the editorial scrutiny. We trust 
that it is hardly necessary to state that the 
editor of this paper would never knowingly 
have permitted the coarse epithets about 
Gen. Grant to be printed. 

The most disagreeable feature in con luct- 
ing an afternoon journal is the rapidity and 
haste with which everything has to be done, 
and which makes strict editorial supervi- 
sion extremely diffcult, if not impossible. 

We have nothing to take back so far as 
our own opinions about General Grant are 
concerned. We do not believe in hero- 
worship, and are opposed to all his meth- 
ods, his surroundings, and his political in- 
stincts. But we never questioned his 
personal integrity. However dishonest 
many of his most intimate friends 
were, we never doubted his own personal 
honesty. Nor do we for a moment doubt 
that McDonald’s charges are maliciously 
false. We do not think that the letters and 
papers implicating General Grant which 
McDonald claims to have and promises to 
publish will ever be presented. 

We go farther. We hope that McDon- 
ald has no such evidence. However par- 
tisan we all may be at times, we should 
at all times be patriotic enough 
to rise above mere partisanship, to 
feel the humiliation and shame to the 
Republic which evidence of personal 
dishonesty in an ex-chief magistrate would 
be bound to produce. 

General Grant, with all his faults, isa 
great historical character. We have more 
admiration for the imperturbable, voice- 
less, uncomplaining manner in which 
he has taken his last great de- 
feat than we had when he was 
at the zenith of his power. But when 
Grant reads McDonald’s charges he will 
himself feel inclined to admit that he great- 
ly lacked in sense and knowledge of human 
nature when he dragged such an individual 
as McDonald out of obscurity te be- 
stow upon him net only an important office 
but his intimacy and confidence.

HERO SMITH. 

Every great disaster is supposed to carry 
a lesson with it, and the burning of the 
Seawanahaka in Long Island Sound with 
five hundred people on board, fifty of whom 
perished, is probably no exception to the 
rule. The Sound steamers have gone on 
year after year, crowding too many passen- 
gers on board, and leaving the lives of these 
passengers unprotected ina way which 
nothing but a long run of good luck 
could palliate. As soon as the luck chang- 
es, and the succession of disasters in that 
narrow belt of water warrants the idea that 
it has changed, the public mind wakes to 
the danger, and it is highly provable 
that very thorough safeguards 
will be thrown in the future 
about this mode of travel. The only 
method by which a weak place in a system 
of either railroad or water carriage can be 
shown is through the agency of a disas- 
ter, which so emphasizes the defect that its 
cure becomes at once a necessity. Fifty 
lives were sacrificed in the Sound yester- 
day evening to prove that in case of a fire 
an excursion steamer laden with five hun- 
dred persons was a death trap for ten per 
cent of the people on board. Fora long 
time to come these steamers will only carry 
as many passengers as they can handle in 
case of a panic. 

But beyond and outside of any question 
of lessons or -experiences there are two 
phases in the tragedy which deserve spe- 
cial note. The first is the brave devotion of 
the gallant captain of the vessel, Charles 
P. Smith, who was acting as pilot, and the 
fidelity to duty of every member of the 
crew. The spectacle of that one man 
clinging to the wheel, while the flames 
were licking hotly his face and bedy, not 
giving in to the pain but holding grimly to 
his post tillhe had brought the ship to 
shore, goes far to atone for the fault which 
sacrificed the half hecatomb of pleasure- 
seckers. It does not make the fault any 
the less, but it certainly goes to show that 
the corporation was luckier in its servants 
than it was wise in its system. In contrast 
to Smith’s self-sacrifice and in accord 
with the doctrine of total depravity, while 
Smith, like another Jim Bludsoe, was 
showing his grit, the New York wharf-rats 
were showing their greed. As the flames 
drove one after another into the water the 
drowning men found themselves surround- 
ed by these ghouls bargaining as to the 
money they should receive for help into 
their skiffs, auctioning off life to the 
sinking men and women and only taking 
those on board who could pay roundly in 
cash for their rescue. Outside of hell 
there probably never was a more utterly 
mean and contemptible case of cruelty and

THE POUR MAN’S FRIEND. 
During the last decade a bill pertaining 
to the tariff containing, among other 
things, a clause providing for the taxation 


by the pound, was introduced in Congress 

and crystalized into alaw. Ithad been de- 
liberately framed for the ostensible pur- 
pose of making poor men pay a penalty to 
the Government in the shape of an indirect 
duty for theirinability to wear the fine, 
light weights out of which fancy dress 
coats are made. It virtually compelled 
men who found it necessary to clothe them- 
selves with heavy home-spun garments to 
pay q more exorbitant price for the privilege 
of appearing respectable than it did the 
aristocrat who clothed himself in purple 
and fine linen to appear elegant. 

In order to make the measure still more 
urgent, a clause was also inserted provid- 
ing for a duty on silks, which were to be 
taxed by the yard, so that the man who 
might purchase his wife or daughter a 
cheap fifteen-dollar dress would find it 
necessary to pay the Government as much 
as the capitalist who gives his better half 
a five hundred dollar outfit whenever called 
upon to make aa outlay for her gratifica 
tion. 

This bill, it can be readily seen by the 
reader, was based upon dishonest and un- 
just principles; and yet James A. Garfield, 
whose public acts were usually prompted by 
an inherent eagerness to serve his coun- 
try, and more especially his clod-hopper 
constituents of the butter-milk district of 
the Western Reserve, voted for it, when it 
was placed upon its final pasgage in the 
House of Representatives, without hesita- 
tion. Whencalled upon to aceount for 
his conduct, he will claim, no doubt, that it 
was absolutely necessary to favor the im- 
position in order to avoid the danger of 
an extra session and prevent a score of 
dire calamities that threatened to wipe the 
Government out of existence. His excus- 
es, however, will never make an intelligent 
public believe that the records lie. People 
have an abiding faith in the capacity of 
black on white to mould their political opin- 
ions. Black and white, with the assistance 
of Providence and the Democratic party, 
are destined to achieve a great victory over 
the hero of a hundred frauds. 


BUSINESS PROSPECTS. 

The promise of a bountiful harvest in 
this country is excellent. A large portion 
of the winter wheat crop has been ground 
already. The’yield is large, and the quali- 
ty all that could be desired. Spring wheat, 
oats and barley are growing finely, and if 
the weather continues favorable, and the 
chinch bugs and other insect pests keep 
away for a few weeks longer, the 
granaries of the farmers will be filled to 
bursting. Corn is doing well in most parts 
of the country, and the present prospect is 
that the enormous yield of last year will be 
exceeded by the growing crop. Plenty of 
corn means a superabundance of fat cattle 
and fat hogs; so that, so far as production 
is concerned, the lot of the farmer this year 
promises to be a happy one. 

But there is another side to this question 
that may not look so pleasant to 
the agriculturist. A big crop  ordi- 
narily means low prices, and two big 
crops in succession are sometimes regarded 
as unfortunate by the tillers of the soil. 
The agricultural productions of the United 
States were enormous last year, but prices 
were kept up by the extraordinary Euro- 
pean demand. There is nowno reason to 
suppose that the foreign demand for our 
surplus breadstuffs and provisions will be 
so great this year as it was last season, and 
the result will probably be a heavy shrink- 


age in prices. This will make 
the farmers growl, but they should 
try and sweeten their tempers 


by remembering that the fall in prices will 
bein a large measure, at least, counter- 
balanced by the increased yield of their 
fields. Besides, a war between the great 
trunk lines of railway now seems immi- 
nent, andif itis inaugurated the farmers 
of the West will get the advantage of low 
rates on their shipments tothe Atlantic 
seaboard. Looking over the whole ground, 
the prospect for a heavy fall trade in the 
West and South is most excellent, and, 
though the farmers may grumble, they will 
not fail to make money. 


ST. LOUIS THE COTTON CENTER. 

The people of the South have become 
thoroughly convinced of the folly of ship- 
ping their raw cotton to New England or 
Europe, when they can make a double pro- 
fiton it by manufacturing it at home and 
shipping the products direct tothe markets 
of the consumers. In all parts of the 
great cotton belt factories for the manu- 
facture of yarn and cloth are 
springing up, and, at the present rate 
of progress, it will ot be long before the 
South will compe ith New England in 


the production of cotton fabrics. Thus far, 
Georgia has led in this peaceful revolution, 
and the results achieved in that State will 
do much to encourage capitalists to estab- 
lish factories in every cotton-growing State 
of the South. The mills builta few years

time a force of 300 men are engaged in 
the erection of a very large factory in a 
cotton field in Central Georgia. The busi- 
ness pays. 

What a pity it is that no St. Louis cap- 
italists can be induced to enrich themselves 
by the establishment of large cotton fac- 
tories in this city. Everything is favorable 
to the success of an undertaking of this 
kind. We have one of the largest and best 
cotton markets in the country, and it is’ 
growing with marvelous rapidity. Our total 
receipts from the first of September, 1879, 
till to-day exceed the total receipts for the 
same period of the previous year by 147,000 
bales. Our total receipts forthe cotton 
year ending August 31, 1879, were in round 
numbers 330,000 bales; this year they 
will probably reach 480,000 bales. We 
have cheap and short transportation, cheap 
labor, and cheap fuel, and with all these 
things in our favor there is no need to fear 
that cotton factories on a large scale would 
prove unprofitable in St. Louis, while there 
is every reason to believe that they 
would pay fat dividends from the 
start. Why not organize a compady 
and try the experiment? If the right man 
would take hold of the matter the neces- 
sary capital would be promptly forthcom- 
ing.

The British Em- 
bassador, Lord Lyons, gave away the bride. 

The present Marquis of Anglesey, who came 
into his title and estates less than a year ago 
through the sudden death of his elder broth- 
er, and who immediately thereupon settled 
bandsome incomes pe his two vounger 
brothers, Lord Alexander and Lord Berkeiey 
Paget, is, as he deserves to be, one of the 
most popularof English noblemen. He has 
now earned the gratitude of London society 
by reconquering for it from the attractions of 
Paris one of tbe most briiliant and charm- 
ing women of the day, Mi-s Minnie 
King, of Sandhills, in Georgia, who 
was married in 1872 to the Hon. Henry Wode- 
house, a brother of the Earl of Kimberly, who 
is a member of the present Gladstone Govern: 
ment. Her husband died but little more than 
a year after their marriage, and Mrs. Wode- 
bouse took up her residence in London. Her 
recent removal to Paris called forth a chorus 
of lamentations, public and private, from ail 
the wisest as well as all the wittiest members 
of the world of London.

‘who bas persuaded her to exchange the 
Champs ry ge for Hyde Park is the fourth 
wearer of the title won at Waterloo by the 
dashing Lord Uxbridge. His father, the 
second Marquis of Anglesey, was the older 
brother of Lord Alfred Paget, whose son, 
Capt. Arthur Paget, it willbe remembered, 
two years ago married Miss Minnie Stevens, 
of this city. . 

The present Marquis who is in his forty- 
fifth year, has Leen twice married. His sec- 
ond wife died three years ugo, leaving him 
one son, now a child of five years old, who 
wears the courtesy title of Earl of Uxbridge. 

The founder of the Paget family, Wil- 
liam Paget, a diplomatist under Henry VIII., 
was made a Knight of the Garter in 1546 by 
the Protector Somerset, and created Lord 
Paget of Beaudesartin 1552.

A Burglary. 
The house No. 811 Chestnut was entered last 
night by thieves and about $30 worth of jew- 
elry stolen from one of the inmates. The

„Quite right,’’ replied the eunuch. And 
Zadig continued: A very small spaniel who 
has lately had puppies: sbe limps with the 
jeft fore-leg, and has very long ears.“ Ah! 
you have seen her then,’’ said the breathiess 
eunuch. No,“ answered Zudig; I have 
not seen her; and I really was not aware that 
the Queen possessed aspaniel.’’ By an odd 
coinudence, at the very tame time the hand- 
meet horse in the King’s stables broke 
away from his groom in the Babylonian 
plains. The great hunteman and all bis 
staff were seeking the horse with as much 
enxiety as was the eunuch and his people 
the spaniel, and the grand huntsman asked 
Zadig if he bad not seen the King’s horse go 
that way. A tiret-rate galloper, small-hoof- 
ed, five feet high; tail three and one-half feet 
jong; cheek- pieces of the bit of twenty-three- 
carat gold; shoes silver?” said Zadig. Which 
way did he go? Where is he?” cried the 
grand buntsman. “I have not seen anything 
ef the horse and I never beard of him before,“ 
replied Zadig. The grand huntsman and the 
chief eunuch made sure that Zadig had stolen 
both the King’s horse and the Queen’s span- 
jel, so they haled him before the High Court 
of Desterham, which at once condemned him 
to the knout and transportation for life to Si- 
beria.

seen. The first thing was to pay the fine; af- 
terward, Zadig was permitted to open his de- 
tense to the court, which be did in the follow- 
ing terms: Stars of justice, abysses of 
knowledge, mirrors of truth, Whose gravity 
is as that of lead, whose inflexibility is as that 
of hq, Who rival the diamond in clearness, 
and possess no little afinity with gold; since 
Iam permitted to address your august as- 
sembly, I swear by Ormuzd that I have never 
seen the respectable lady dog of the Queen, 
nor beheld the sacrosanct horse of the King 
of Kings. This is what happened. I was 
taking a walk toward the little wood near 
which I subsequently had the honorto meet 
the venerable chief eunuch and the most il- 
lustrious grand khuntsman. 1 noticed the 
track of an animal in the sand, and it was 
easy to see that it was that of asmall dog. 
Long, faint streaks upon the little elevations 
of sand between the foot-marks convinced me 
that it was ashe dog with pendeat dugs— 
showing that she must bave had puppies not 
many days since. Other scrapings of the sand, 
which always lay close tothe marks of fore- 
paws, indicated that she had very long ears; 
and, as the imprint of one foot was always 
fainter than those of the other three, I ju iged 


thatthe lady dog of our august Queen 
was, if ma venture to say 
so,alittlelame. With respect to the horse 


of the King of Kings, permit me to observe 
that, wandering through the paths which 
traverse the wood, I noticed the marks of 
horseshoes. They were alt equidistant. ‘Ah!’ 
said 1, this is a famous galloper.’ In a nar- 
row alley, only seven feet wide, the dust upon 
tbe trunks of the trees was a little disturbed 
at three and a half feet from the middle of the 
path. ‘This horse.’ said I to myself, ‘hada 
tail three and a half feet long, and, lashing it 
from one side to the other, he has swept away 
the dust.’ Branches of thetrees met over- 
bead atthe height of five feet, and under 
them I saw newly fallen leaves; so I knew that 
the horse had brushed some of the branche; 
and was therefore five feet high. As to his 
bit, it must have been made of twenty-three 
earat gold, for he bad rubbed it againstastone, 
which turned outto be a touchstone, with 
the properties of which I am familiar by ex- 
periment. Lastly, by the marks which his 
shoes left upon pebbles of another kind, I was 
led to think that his shoes were of fine sil- 
ver.“ All the Judges admired Zadig’s pro- 
found and subtle discernment; and the fame 
of it reached even the King and Queen. From 
the ante-rooms tothe presence chamber, Z- 
dig’s name was in everybodv's mouth; and. 
although many ofthe magi were of opinion 
that heought to be burned as a sorcerer, th2 

King commanded that the 400 ounces of gold 
which he had been fined should be restore l 
to him. So the officers 6f the court went 

in state with the 400 ounces; only they retain- 
ed 398 for legal expenses and their servants’ 
expected fees. 
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“PROFITS OF ROSE CULTURE.—It is stated, 
as showing the profits from rose culture, that 
in 187la floristin Massachusetts set out five 
rose bushes of the General Jacqueminot vari- 
ety, in a new greennouse thirteen feet by one 
hundred. The first crop of flowers he solid 
for four cents each, with his tea-roses. The 
next year they sold for $1 per dozen, and the 
next for $2 per dozen. During the month of 
February of this year he cut 1,052 roses,which 
he sold to the florists in Boston for from 
twenty-five to fifty cents each, netting him 
$440 50. Since that time he has cut and sold 
enough to make the amount over 9500 in the 
aggregate from the five plants. A second crop 
from the same plant is now coming in. 


The majority of flowers begin to wither 
after being kept in water for twenty-four 
hours. A few may be revived by giving them 
fresh water with a pinch of saltpetre in it; and 
even quite withered flowers can be restored 
by placing them in a cup of boiling water deep 
ehougu to cover at least one-third of the 
stems. When the water has cooled the flow- 
era should be bright and erect again. They 
may now be inserted in fresh and cold water, 
after having shortened their stems by about 
an inch. Thin-petaied, white andligbt-hued 
flowers, however, do not revive so completely 
under this treatment as deep-hued, thick- 
petaled blossoms. 


In bardy ferneries and rockeries all dead 
fronds should be removed, and fresh soil sup- 
plied, it needed. In planting consolidate the 
voll about the roots, and, till they are well 
established, watering will be necessary. If 
the soil has been brought from grounds in 
which the common bracken bas been growing 

-it will be needful to pick out every rootor it 
will soon smother the weaker-growing ferns.

WHO IS AT FAULT? 


Conclusion of the Investigation of the 
Vandalia Collision. 


A Secret Verdict—What a Juryman Says 
Concerning the Responsibility of 
the Accident.

The Coroner’s jury, composed of Henry 
Hennel, Robert Addis, M. Oehler, James H. 
Kelly, Tim. Canty and E. J. Eggman, reas- 
sembled shortly after 10 clock this morning 


in the City Court-room, East St. Louis, to 
continue the investigation concerning the re- 
sponsibility of the collision at unter’s 
switch onthe Vandalia Railroad, six mi.es 
east of East St. Louis, on last Saturday. 

MR. GEO. BROWNELL . 
foreman of the Vanualia shops at East St. 
Louis, was the first witness calied. He testi- 
fied as follows: We started out about two 
o’clock Friday night to clear the wreck at 
Confidence, fourteen miles out. We 
there cleared the main track of 
a , wreck in which _ there were 
seven thrashing machines. We had nothing 
to load these on, so we cameto East St. 
Louis to get some flat cars and the men came 
to get some food. We made up a train of 
three flat cars and a wrecking car and engine 
41 in the Vandalia yards. Chas. Busse 
was engineer and conductor both. We 
got to the Relay Depot and stopped there for 
orders. When Busse came outof the tele- 
graph office he had two copies of the order 
ane he handed me one, which I put ia my 
pocket. I had nothing todo with the order 
or running the train and did not look at it 
until after the accident. 1 simply had charge 
of the men on the wrecking train. 
We started between 11.30 and noon on Sat- 
urday. I was looking out of the wrecking car 
at about six miles out when I heard the engi- 
peer of 41 whistle for brakes. I looked out 
through the front door and could see tue 
caboose and seven or eight rear cars, but the 
engine and front part of the other train I 
could notsee. There isa curve at that p iat. 
I ran for the brakes at the rear end of the 
wrecking car. I judged the other train to be 
a balf or three-quarters of u mile away. It ser 
the brake and tuen braced myse'f up against 
the car. At the time our engineer first 
whistled down brakes we were not 
going more tban twenty’ miles an 
bouur. There were two brakes set—one 
in front by Friedpartner and une in the rear 
by myself. The train slacked up sone. Waza 
thetwotrains struck 1 think we cou'd have 
stopped in about three times the tenztn of 
our train. l could not hear apy waistle from 
tbe other ain.
